marke made by the Judge we shall bo doing 
no injuatics to tha prisoner if we assume, 
notwithstanding his discharge, that he was 
really guilty of ‘the offence laid to bis charge. 
‘Bat because the prosecutor was tetnporarily 
absant from tha colony the casawas.not gone 
into,e verdict of not guilty being directed. 
Mr, Leogarp is the second angineer of the 
ateamer Kwanglee, which vessel left bere on 
the 8th instant for Shanghai. Whether Mr. 
Lronaxzp expected to be back in time for.the 
trial or not we cannot aay, but to have re. 
mained bohind when his ship left would 
have meapt to him the losa of a month's 
‘~galary, whieb, to a manin his position, and 
jnatafter having been robbed of $50, woutd 
bo  inatter of some consideration, Yat tho 
Attorney-General asked to have his re. 
cognizances estroated, which was done. If 
Mr. Lronarp had nover entered on the 
prosecution he would bave been much better 
off, Not only has fe lost, his $50, but he is
